TK's attraction to Skiets comes at a heavy price, one which includes getting mixed up with the city's most 
feared criminal. With his life threatened, he is forced to be on the run, never knowing who he can trust, or 
if love will persist through the web of violence and crime. TK will ultimately discover if crime pays or if his 
love for Skiets is worth it all. 

This modern film reflects the culture and social scene of young South Africans, and meets the urban 
demographic for the country's emerging film market. 

It is director Zee Ntuli's first feature film, whose screenplay he also co-wrote. It was selected to open the 
2014 Durban International Film Festival. His short film, Bomlambo (Those Of The Water), won Best Fantasy 
Film at the New York International Film Festival, was nominated for Best Short Film at the 2012 SAFTA's, 
and has garnered many other international awards and acclaim. Ntuli is a graduate of AFDA, South Africa's 
premiere film school. 

It is produced by Helena Spring and Junaid Ahmed, of South African Fineline Productions, and stars
